THE CLAIM AMENDMENTS 

The amendments to claims 1-8 do not involve amendment of a claim element that 
narrows the literal scope of the claims. 

The claims were amended to overcome the Examiner's informality rejections so as 
to make the claims even more clear. 

Support for the claim amendments and the new claims is found in the specification 
and drawings of the application as originally filed. 
THE REJECTION OF CLAIMS 1-8 IS OVERCOME 

Claims 1-8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 as being indefinite. 

The Examiner's comments regarding the alleged lack of antecedent bases and other 
allegedly unclear relational issues in the claims have been addressed by amending each 
claim to make it even more clear with respect to antecedent bases. 

In view of the Examiner's determination of allowable subject matter over the prior 
art, and in view of the amendments to the claims presented herein, it is believed that the 
claims 1-8 are now allowable. 
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It is believed that this entire application is now in condition for allowance, and 
such action is respectfully requested.
